The NHS has paid an undis¬ 
closed amount to Virgin Care 
after the firm sued over the loss 
of a contract across Surrey. 

Six clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs), as well as the 
county council, were involved 
in the case, brought after Virgin 
failed to win a child health ser¬ 
vices contract. 

The size of the settlement is 
confidential, but the Health Ser¬ 
vices Journal (HSJ) reported 
that Surrey Downs CCG, which 
covers Epsom, Dorking and 
eastern parts of Elmbridge, 
listed its liability in the case as 
£328,000 in its monthly accounts. 

Labour councillor Kate Chinn 
said: “Surrey CCGs having to 
pay this money is scandalous. 
This is money that should be 
being spent on doctors, nurses 
and frontline care, not going to 
companies.” 

The HSJ reported the figure 
was taken down, and it no long¬ 
er appears in the report. 


It is not known what the other 
parties paid in the settlement. 

A statement from Guildford 
and Waverley CCG, on behalf 
of the parties, said: “The par¬ 
ties are pleased to confirm that 
an agreed resolution on the 
litigation concerning the Sur¬ 
rey Children’s procurement has 
been reached to a satisfactory 
conclusion for all parties with 
detailed terms confidential to 
the parties.” 

Virgin Care, set up by Richard 
Branson in 2010, took legal ac¬ 
tion after missing out on a chil¬ 
dren’s health services contract 
across Surrey worth £82million. 

It had previously held the 
contract, now held by Surrey 
Health Children and Families 
Services, who took over the ser¬ 
vice in April. 

Labour’s 2017 Epsom and 
Ewell parliamentary candidate 
Ed Mayne said: “The amount of 
money involved is just shock¬ 
ing, at a time when the people 
who run the NHS say there isn’t 
enough of it. 

“It’s almost as if nobody wins. 
It just shows that the current 
model of running healthcare is 
not delivering.”

He said: “We wanted to make 
sure that the children of Surrey 
get their Christmas presents on 
Christmas Eve.” 


For adults, the decision was 
also made so they can enjoy 
celebrations during the festive 
period, and safely walk to mass 
on Christmas Eve. 

Cllr Kemp said the team had 
been able to overcome “technical 


issues” in order to make this 
commitment. 

The council has recently kept 
the lights on for an extra hour 
at night, until lam instead of 
midnight, although on most 
nights they remain off until 5am. 


Hopes for BID 

A total of 381 businesses in 
Epsom could soon join to¬ 
gether in an organisation 
which could fund marketing 
for the town and organise 
high profile events. 

Business have until De¬ 
cember 13 to vote for or 
against the The Epsom Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District 
(BID), for which they would 
pay between £150 a year (for 
the smallest businesses) and 
£8,000 a year (for the largest 
businesses). 

Michelle Baker, BID de¬ 
velopment manager, said: 
“A Business Improvement 
District is the best way for 
all businesses in Epsom to 
invest a small amount each 
year to improve things that 
are beyond the remit of the 
Council. 

“A BID is 100 per cent busi¬ 
ness managed and business- 
led - and there is a tremen¬ 
dous amount of support from 
the business community in 
Epsom and a real appetite 
for getting things done, so we 
are hopeful that this will be a 
successful ballot.” 

The BID boundary would 
include the town centre and 
extends to Epsom Downs 
Racecourse, and would in¬ 
clude high street names such 
as Marks and Spencer, Wait- 
rose, McDonalds and Wether- 
spoons. 

The BID would have a 
budget of £1.5 million which, 
organisers say, could be used 
to boost trade and fund new 
initiatives and could start its 
activities on April 1 in 2018, 
pending a yes vote. 


Royal approval for cancer work

The Institute of Cancer Re¬ 
search in Sutton has received 
royal recognition for its 
breakthroughs for discover¬ 
ing new cancer treatments. 

Sutton’s cancer research 
centre was granted the 
Queen’s Anniversary Prize 
and will be presented with the 
award at Buckingham Palace 
in February 2018. 

The ICR has discovered 20 
new targeted drug cancers 
and has used nine in clinical 
trials since 2005. 

A partnership with The 
Royal Marsden NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust allows the ICR 
to transfer their research to 
working with patients. 

Professor Paul Workman, 
Chief Executive of the ICR, 
London, said: “It’s a huge hon¬ 
our to be awarded a Queen’s 
Anniversary Prize. 

“It recognises the incred¬ 
ible achievements we’ve made 
which have only been possible 
because of the expertise and 
hard work of so many people 
across the ICR, and the gener¬ 
ous support of our funders, 
donors and collaborators. 

“Cancer affects so many 
people’s lives and we’re com¬ 
mitted to doing research that 
is not only scientifically excel¬ 
lent but also that delivers with 
a strong sense of urgency real 


benefit for patients and 
their families.” 

A prostate cancer survi¬ 
vor told Sutton Guardian 
in September how radia¬ 
tion therapy treatment at 
The Royal Marsden saved 
his life. 

The clinical trial on 
a high-tech form of ra¬ 
diation carried out by 
the Marsden and the ICR 
found that 71 per cent of 
patients were alive and 
disease-free five years af¬ 
ter treatment. 

William Burley, 76, 
told Sutton Guardian: “It 
seems to have killed my 
cancer. I’m healthy and I 
can now carry on with the 
sports I enjoy like swim¬ 
ming and cycling.” 

Speaking about the 
Queen’s Anniversary 
Prize, Sir Damon Buffini, 
chairman of the Royal 
Anniversary Trust, said:

Two-year-old Vinnie from New Malden, 
who has type one spinal muscular 
atrophy, causing progressive loss of 
movement and weakness as the muscles 
waste away, will be supported this year. 
Carla Facey said: “I asked people on 
social media, and Vinnie was one of the 
children who was nominated. We want to 
help give him a better quality of life. 

“I met his mum for coffee before 
deciding. I have three healthy children, 


and when you listen to the struggles of 
a parent of a child like Vinnie, you just 
want to do what you can to help.” 

The money will go towards specialised 
equipment, physio sessions and his 
dietary requirements. It was Carla’s 
husband Steve who put the hours in 
during November to make sure the lights 
were ready. 

Carla, said: “The switch-on was an 
amazing success. More than 200 people 
came.” 

Last year the family helped a boy called 
Harry, who has cerebral palsy. 

His parents were trying to raise £10,000 
to take him to Canada for physiotherapy, 
and the Faceys helped them raise nearly 
£2,000 of that. The lights are on from 
4pm to 9pm, and people are invited 
to donate in the box. The house is in 
Chessington Road, by Hook Road Arena.

The Keep Our St Helier Hos¬ 
pital Campaign (KOSHH) has 
gathered 10,775 signatures 
in its latest petition against 
removing acute services at 
Epsom or St Helier hospitals. 

Campaigners claim the Ep¬ 
som and St Helier Hospital 
Trust’s plan to merge acute 
care will put lives in danger, 
due to longer journey times 
for patients and increased 
strain on services at the sin¬ 
gle site. 

Campaigner Dave Ash 
said: “It’s going to result in 
loss of life. We’re in this for 
everyone, we’re not in this 
for just one hospital. Of all 
the things our country has 
done, the NHS is the finest 
commission of any nation.” 

Under the proposals, Ep¬ 
som and St Helier Hospital 
Trust is currently trying to 
get public support for build¬ 
ing a single new acute facil¬ 
ity at either the St Helier 
or Epsom hospital site, or a 
possible third location, with

costs predicted to be around 
£400 million. 

Acute services which 
would be moved include 
emergency surgery, critical 
care, complex emergency 
medicine, births, major A&E 
and children’s overnight 
wards. 

But the trust says that that 
plans would save lives, not 
endanger them, and says a 
single consultant-led facility 
would be safer for expectant 
mothers and other patients 
requiring acute care, and 
that there would be less reli¬ 


ance on temporary staff. 

Currently, if something 
goes wrong in childbirth, 
women at St Helier have to 
be taken by ambulance to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting. 

Daniel Elkeles, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the trust, said: 
“These changes will save 
lives, not endanger them. Our 
senior clinicians and nurses 
would not support a proposal 
that would have any adverse 
effect on our patients. 

“There is a wealth of evi¬ 
dence to show that consoli¬ 
dating NHS services leads to 
better outcomes for patients, 
including those who have suf¬ 
fered a stroke, heart attack or 
trauma. 

“Locally, centralising our 
hip fracture service onto the 
St Helier site has had a sig¬ 
nificantly positive impact 
on our patients, and we now 
have the second lowest mor¬ 
tality rates in the whole of 
the country.” 

KOSHH intend to deliver 
their petition in person to 
every Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group in South West Lon¬ 
don: Sutton, Merton, Croy¬ 
don, Richmond, Kingston, 
and Wandsworth.

More than a dozen bus routes 
have been affected on Decem¬ 
ber 4 due to a strike by driv¬ 
ers belonging to the RMT 
(Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port) union. 

The drivers, based at Ep¬ 
som’s Quality Line depot, on 
Roy Richmond Way, are strik¬ 
ing because they say employ¬ 
er Quality Lane RATP Group, 
is not recognising RMT as 
the union of choice of most 
of its drivers. 

Steve Hedley, assistant gen¬ 
eral secretary of the RMT, 
said: “It’s really good, we 
have a lot of people on the 
picket line. 

“Today is to make a point 
that people won’t accept be¬ 
ing dictated to - it’s up to an 
individual to make a choice. 

He added: “Services have 
been cancelled, and there are 
also managers driving buses. 

“Unfortunately, RATP Dev 
UK drafted people in from 
other depots, and many of 
them are in the Unite union. 


We are very disappointed 
that Unite have made the 
decision to cross the picket 
line.” 

A RATP Dev UK spokes¬ 
man said: “We have a long, 
well-established relationship 
with Unite at London United 
and London Sovereign and 
have recently extended that 
relationship to our Quality 
Line garage in Epsom. Every 
effort will be made to keep 
any disruption to a mini¬ 
mum.” 

Unite has been approached 
for comment.

Catch Carthy’s fabulous folk session 


English folk music legend Martin 
Carthy comes to Croydon Folk Club next 
Monday, December 11. 

Carthy has remained one of the 
most influential figures in British 
traditional music. His settings of tradi¬ 
tional songs with guitar have influenced 
artists for over 50 years from Bob Dylan 
and Paul Simon to Richard Thompson. 

He's a ballad singer, a ground-break¬ 


ing guitarist and an authoritative inter¬ 
preter of traditional and newly-com¬ 
posed material. His guitar technique 
belongs to him alone. His picking style, 
mainly in the unusual tuning CGCDGA, 
ensures that the guitar follows the song, 
rather than the other way around.

What made you keen to join the cast of Alice in 
Winterland? 

Amanda Gordon (Mother/Cheshire Cat): It’s an 
interesting and exciting reimagining of the Alice books 
for the 21 st century. I wanted to work with the terrific 
creative team and I love working with youth companies. 
Susannah van den Berg (Aunt Margaret/Queen of 
Hearts): I’ve seen a few Christmas productions at The 
Rose, as well as being involved in several community 
scratch choirs. I have always been impressed with the 
production values and the commitment and energy of 
the youth theatre. I was also excited about tackling a 
brand new script and original score, being involved in 
creating something new and fresh. 

Gaia Mondadori (age 16, playing Alice): I have been 
part of the Rose Youth Theatre since I was 12 and fell in 
love with the Rose and the team. Having been a Rose 
Christmas production before I was eager to be part of 
the magic again. The cast spends so much time 
together that we do become one big family with lots of 
laughter, tears, and of course fun! 

What is Alice in Winterland about? 

AG: A girl finding herself through adversity. How to 
discover the warrior within! 

SB: The setting of the original books has been 
changed to during the First World War. Using elements 
and characters from the two books it’s essentially a 
coming of age story for Alice. Through her adventures 
in Wonderland she gains the strength and courage to 
deal with the trauma and responsibilities of reality. 

GM: The show is based on Lewis Carroll’s timeless 
classic, but in our version when Alice’s father comes 
back injured and traumatised from the war he can no 
longer care for her and all she wants is for time to stop. 
Sure enough she stops time and is visited by a White 
Rabbit who instigates her quest to save Wonderland 
from the tyranny of the Queen of Hearts and an 
everlasting winter, and where Alice must discover 
herself in order to make the impossible become 
possible. 

Tell us a bit about your characters and what are 
you enjoying most? 

AG: I play Alice’s mother and the Cheshire Cat. An 
unusual doubling, but both are there to help Alice 
along her own path. Cheshire Cat is a lot of fun, 
because she has her own rules and agenda. Don’t 
all cats?! 

SB: The Queen of Hearts is a delicious megalomaniac, 
rather like a modern day dictator. I’m finding her such 
fun to play because she has no limits. I have the ability 


to be as silly or outrageous as I like because my court 
allows me to get away with anything. Like anyone in 
great power, the chance of being overthrown is always 
present so I’ve chosen to rule by fear. 

GM: In this adaptation, Alice is a 15 year old attempting 
to tackle grief and learning how to move on, whilst 
opposing the constraints of being a Victorian girl, and 
learning to find herself and allow herself to become a 
warrior. I am enjoying the playing a traditional character 
in a different way and the understanding the challenges 
that Alice faces on her journey. 

What particular challenges does this role present 
to you as an actor? 

AG: Finding the nuances and aspects of life as mother, 
mirrored in the Cheshire Cat within the insane world of 
Wonderland. Floating! Oh and losing my head! 

SB: Vocally it’s a big role — lots of shouting “Off With 
Their Heads” — so sustaining that will be a big task. 
Delivering a pretty spectacular battle scene whilst 
wearing a massive dress is also going to be 
challenging! 

GM: Playing this role has helped me to develop as 
an actor and learn to be able to let go and trust the 
process and explore Alice and her strengths as well as 
her weaknesses. One of the challenges faced is being 
able to allow myself to not be afraid to get things wrong 
and to experiment, so each time I come to rehearsal I 
try to bring something new. 

Alice in Winterland, is based on Lewis Carroll’s 
timeless books, Alice Adventures in Wonderland 
and Through the Looking Glass. Why do you think 
these characters have such an enduring appeal? 
AG: The characters are bonkers and the chance for 
reinterpretation is endless. 

SB: They’re magnifications of human nature — all 
elements we recognise in ourselves taken to huge 
proportions. They’re all things we could become. 

The production sees a professional cast and a 
youth company perform together. What has it been 
like working alongside Rose Youth Company? 

AG: The Rose Youth Company are a delight to work 
with. They are a group of talented, funny and bright 
young actors and I am loving every minute of it. They 
are growing in confidence all the time and it’s fantastic 
to see. I don’t get to act with all of them, unfortunately, 
but my Alices are brilliant, as are my cat movement 
chorus, who all play other parts. 

SB: Really fantastic. They have such great energy and 
focus that could shame some other professional 
companies! Working with two separate casts is a joy as

a performer as you get different performances to 
play off, meaning no show will be the same. The 
company really works as a true ensemble, they 
are generous to each other and there are no 
small parts. Slotting into a company like this is 
incredibly exciting. 

Why do you think people should come and see 
Alice in Winterland? 

AG: Alice In Winterland is an exciting and epic 
show. The story is brilliant. It is a touching and 
engaging action adventure, featuring a host of 
magnumptious creatures and beamish music, not 
to be missed! 


SB: The story is incredible and the families who 
come to see it will go on a real journey with Alice. 
There’s puppets, magic, monsters, a new script 
with an electrifying original score, some terrible 
jokes, beautiful costumes and scenery and snow... 
there’s definitely snow. Entertaining yet life 
affirming. 

GM: Because the production presents a heroine 
(at last!) who is coming to terms with grief and 
acceptance and these universal themes apply to 
everyone, no matter what age. It is a fun, uplifting 
Christmas show that allows you to step into a 
magical world. 
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THE DISASTER ARTIST (15): In 2003, actor and film¬ 
maker Tommy Wiseau attended the world premiere of his 
independently financed romantic drama, The Room. The 
first-night audience howled in derision at the wooden per¬ 
formances, clunky dialogue and indulgent sex scenes. 
James Franco adopts dual roles as director and actor 
for a tongue-in-cheek dramatisation of the making of The 
Room, based on an award-winning memoir. The Disaster 
Artist lovingly recounts the genesis of Wiseau’s magnum 
hopeless, mining uproarious humour from the camara¬ 
derie between cast and crew as the shoot lurches from 
outrageous misfortune to catastrophe. Franco delivers a 
touching performance as the quixotic ringmaster of the 
circus, starring opposite younger brother Dave and sister- 
in-law Alison Brie, who play a young couple sucked into 
Wiseau’s self-destructive orbit. 

STRONGER (15): David Gordon Green’s uplifting drama 
relives the 2013 Boston marathon bombing from the per¬ 
spective of Jeff Bauman, who was a well-wisher in the 
crowd that fateful day and lost both of his legs in the blast. 
Adapted from Bauman’s memoir, Stronger chronicles 
events before and after the race, capturing the unbear¬ 
able toll on Jeff and the people around him. Jake Gyl- 
lenhaal delivers an Oscar-worthy performance, bristling 
with raw emotion, as the survivor, who became a sym¬ 
bol of Boston Strong - the manifestation of a city’s unity 
in the face of barbarism. It’s a muscular and harrowing 
portrayal that powerfully captures every strained sinew 
and aching muscle of Jeff’s nervous return to the land 
of the bruised but living. Director Green earns our tears 
without resorting to shameless emotional manipulation. 
His film stands tall and proud like the defiant everyman 
at its centre. 

WONDER (PG): Lovingly adapted from the award-win¬ 
ning 2012 novel by RJ Palacio, Wonder is an exquisitely 
calibrated drama eschews mawkish sentimentality but 
still has us weeping uncontrollably by the end credits. 
An elegant script penned by director Stephen Chbosky, 
Steve Conrad and Jack Thorne confidently navigates 
the choppy emotional waters that threaten to separate 
four members of a Manhattan family, who have learnt 
the hard way that beauty comes from within. A simple 


bookmark structure alternates between narrators, expos¬ 
ing chinks in the characters’ armour as they wrestle with 
insecurities and learn life lessons from a 1 CFyear-old boy 
(Jacob Tremblay) with a rare genetic syndrome, which 
has resulted in 27 agonising surgeries to rebuild his face. 
Julia Roberts and Owen Wilson are an appealing paren¬ 
tal double-act and Izabela Vidovic beautifully illuminates 
the guilt that gnaws at her older sister. The two-hour run¬ 
ning time passes with copious laughter and tears. Only 
a stone cold heart will be able to resist the film’s sincere 
and heartfelt charms. 

THE MAN WHO INVENTED CHRISTMAS (PG): Put¬ 
ting aside the veracity of the title, The Man Who Invented 
Christmas is a family-friendly jaunt that melds historical 
fact and literary fantasy a la Shakespeare In Love. The 
halls of Susan Coyne’s script are decked in Victorian- 
era period detail and unabashed sentimentality, drawing 
parallels between Dickens’ upbringing and Ebenezer 
Scrooge’s painful journey of self-realisation. Downtown 
Abbey pin-up Dan Stevens adopts a shaggy mane, not 
too dissimilar from his flowing locks in Beauty And The 
Beast, as one of the titans of English literature, whose ca¬ 
reer was in the doldrums before Jacob Marley’s ghostly 
chains rattled in his imagination. Bharat Nalluri’s film is 
both comforting and achingly familiar, wringing out de¬ 
cent laughs in scenes where Christopher Plummer’s 
acid-tongued miser belittles the author, who gave birth 
to him. The overriding tone is saccharine, so audiences 
won’t need to buy anything from the concessions stand 
to get a full-blast sugar fix. 

BATTLE OF THE SEXES (12A): Husband and wife di¬ 
rectors Jonathan Dayton and Valerie Faris serve and vol¬ 
ley a fine romance in their dramatisation of the televised 
1973 match between Billie Jean King (Emma Stone) and 
Bobby Riggs (Steve Carell), which was billed as a show- 
down of youth versus experience as much as a battle 
of the sexes. Or as Riggs pithily summarises the rivalry 
in the film: “Male chauvinistic pig versus hairy-legged 
feminist, no offence.” Scriptwriter Simon Beaufoy, who 
previously penned The Full Monty and Slumdog Million¬ 
aire, elegantly navigates the personal lives of the two pro¬ 
tagonists as he explores gender inequalities and sexual 


identity in the run-up to the winner-takes-all contest at the 
Houston Astrodome in Texas. 

It’s a sophisticated, crowd-pleasing rally of heartache 
and triumph against adversity, underpinned by universal 
messages of acceptance and respect. 

SUBURBICON (15): A bungled home invasion in a pris¬ 
tine, picket-fenced 1950s American community provides 
the catalyst for George Clooney’s darkly comic crime ca¬ 
per starring Matt Damon as a family man who conceals 
dark secrets from his young son (Noah Jupe). Based 
on a script by Oscar-winning siblings Joel and Ethan 
Coen, which has been gathering dust on a shelf for more 
than 30 years and arguably should have stayed there, 
Suburbicon addresses timely issues of racial politics 
and family disunity without drawing blood or compelling 
conclusions. The two narrative strands of Clooney’s film 
- bigotry and deceit - are awkwardly woven together into 
a tableau that can’t decide whether it wants to satirise so¬ 
ciety or pass swingeing commentary on the thinly veiled 
ugliness behind the American dream. As a thriller, the 
film telegraphs its cold-blooded intentions so far in ad¬ 
vance, the only mystery is how the police, led by Officer 
Hightower (Jack Conley), are blind to the skulduggery 


in a post-war paradise of manicured lawns, voluminous 
skirts and dutiful housewives. A predictable tale of crime 
and punishment, which oozes period style but lacks sus¬ 
pense and a satisfying pay-off. 

DADDY’S HOME 2 (12A): The rotten apple never falls 
far from the tree and Sean Anders’ mouldering sequel to 
his testosterone-fuelled 2015 comedy lands with a might¬ 
ier thud than its ham-fisted predecessor. Drenched in 
enough sickly festive spirit to make even the most ardent 
fan of Christmas gag and splutter “bah humbug”, Dad¬ 
dy’s Home 2 reunites a gurning Will Ferrell and po-faced 
Mark Wahlberg as hapless parents with very different 
approaches to raising the same children. Father knows 
best - or loudly claims to - in Anders’ script, co-written by 
John Morris, which ramps up the mean-spirited games of 
one-upmanship with the addition of an older generation 
of dysfunctional family members played by Mel Gibson 
and John Lithgow. Themes of divorce, infidelity and ma¬ 
cho pride are clumsily flung into an unappetising mix that 
once again relies heavily on Ferrell’s repertoire of exag¬ 
gerated physical pratfalls for meek laughs. There are only 
so many times he can be pummelled in the face before 
our season of goodwill wanes.

BACKGROUND: When did SUVs 
become so bland? It’s probablyjust a case 
ofthat which was once alternative and fresh 
gradually, overtime, getting subsumed by 
the mainstream. These days, there’s really 
notthat much to choose between a BMW 
X3, an Audi Q5, aVolvo XC60 and a whole 
host of otherwannabes ifyou have around 
£40,000 burning a hole in your pocket. The 
only problem is, these days everyone seems 
to have one. They’ve become suburban 
vanilla, a kind of lazy middleclass shorthand 
for a car, the automotive equivalent of an 
Abel and Cole organic veg box, ifyou like. 
Ifyou want something a bit different there 
really arentthat many credible contenders. 
Jaguar’s F-PACE shows promise but ifyou 
really want to have your neighbours dropping 
their marmalade in slack-jawed stupefaction 
in the morning, the Lexus NX 300 is your 
weapon of choice. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: 

The NX 300 is offered only in ritzy F-Sport 
trim. The engine underthe bonnet is afairly 
conventional 2.0-litre petrol turbo installation. 
Some markets get the choice offront or 
all-wheel drive, but as this vehicle is being 
positioned as a sporty rangetopper, we get 
the all-wheel drive car only. It’s got afair bit 
of shove at 235PS between 4,800 and 
5,600rpm, while peaktorque is 350Nm, 
deliveredfrom 1,650to4,000rpm. It’s 
mated to a six-speed automatic transmission 
that has been specially tuned for the NX 
Thus equipped, 62mph comes and goes 
in a crisp 7.1 seconds and Lexus reckons it’ll 
keep goingto 124mph. The transmission 
isn't quite on par with the eight and nine- 
speed boxes that are becoming the class 
standard, but otherthan that, there can’t be

too many complaints aboutthe powertrain. 
Select Sport mode from the Drive Mode 
Select unit and the car holds onto geara 
bit longer. 

DESIGN: The Lexus NX 300 doesnt 
do shrinking violet. The F Sport exterior 
treatment includes a massive spindle grille 
with a mesh pattern featuring the Lexus 
F-motif, plus a deeper bumper with a metallic- 
coated lower section. The door mirrors 
have a black finish and the F Sport 18-inch, 

10-spoke alloys have atwotone black and 
machined silverfinish. The alloys are shod in 
beefy 225/60R18 tyres. 

These days there’s no mistaking a Lexus for 
anything else and this NX remains distinctive 
and stylish, especially in this revised form. 

The signature spindle grille has a smarter 
lookthat aligns it more closely with the 
brand’s RX luxury SUV and the upper part 
ofthe front bumper has been reshaped so 
that it blends more fluidly into the bonnet. 

The headlamps have been revised too to 
accommodate a new Adaptive High-beam 
system, plus there are now sequential turn 
indicators, front and rear. There’s a more 
stylised bumper at the backtoo, and restyled 
tail lamp clusters with L-shaped lenses. 

Inside, the key change is an increase in size 
forthe central multi-media display. Inthe case 
ofthe Lexus Premium Navigation system, 
thescreen has grown from seven to 10.3 
inches, while forthe Lexus Display Audio set¬ 
up, the increase is from seven to eight inches. 



Other changes include a larger central 
analogue clock, a revised climate control 
panel and an improved touchpad forthe 
infotainment monitor. As before, the interior 
also owes little to the premium German 
brands in its design ethos. Lexus aimed to 


combine the purpose of a high-performance 
vehicle with the materials quality of a luxury 
vehicle. The centrepiece ofthe dash is a 
curvaceous H-shaped metal frame that’s 
aworld awayfrom a typical lyslabfranted 
SUVfascia panel. Details like drilled pedals 


and quilted leather seats differentiate the 
cabin from the usual suburban SUV norm. 
Practicality certainly hasnt been overlooked 
though and the NX offers decent headroom, 
a generousfront-to-rear hip point distance 
and the longest luggage area load 


length in its class. 

MARKET: The F Sporttheme continues 
inside, the cabin getting bodyhugging sports 
seats which are electrically adjustable and 
also feature heaters and lumbar support. The 
standard# leather upholstery is available in 
two colours: black or, exclusive to F Sport 
models, Dark Rose. Both are combined with 
carbon-effecttrim inlays. The specification 
also includes perforated, non-slip aluminium 
sports pedals and driver’sfoot brace, plus the 
F-Sport steering wheel is trimmed in grippy 
perforated leather. 

Standard equipment includes a reversing 
camera, pusb-button start, an electrically 
adjustable steering column and power, 
autofolding door mirrors. The rear seats 
divide and fold 60:40 and loading is made 
easier with a power-operated tailgate. 

The eight-speaker audio system comes 
with a DAB digital radio, Bluetooth, CD/ 
DVD player and a Remote Dial control, 
with information presented on the centrally 
positioned, full colour Lexus Media Display. 
Safety kit comprises Lexus’s millimetre- 
wave radar-controlled Pre-Crash Safety 
system and Adaptive Cruise Control, plus 
Vehicle Dynamics Integrated Management 
(coordinating ABS, EBD, brake assist, 
traction control and vehicle stability control 
operation) and eight airbags. In recent Euro 
NCAP crash testing, the NX proved the best¬ 
performing model in its class and secured 
the highestfive-star rating. The asking price 
forthat little lot? Afairly reasonable figure of 
just under £40,000.
